he Kansas City Star of last 
evening has the following regard­ 
ing the Missouri Pacific wreck at 
Elm park : 
Public safety demands that a 
searching inquiry be made into the 
Missouri Pacific wreck near Inde 
pendence on Thursday night with a 
view to placing the blame and re­ 
sponsibility for the accident which 
brought death in a horrible form 
to three passengers. 
A coroner’s 
jury will be impaneled in the coun­ 
ty court house Thursday morning 
and the investigation begun. 
The trainmen and some of the sur­ 
viving witnesses will testify re­ 
garding the wreck, and officers of 
the railroad will be asked to ex­ 
plain the rules which should guide 
the trainmen under conditions such 
as prevailed Tuesday night. 
The 
inquiry would be held sooner, but 
the presence of G. M. Schmidlapp, 
who lost his wife and daughter, is 
needed at 
the 
inquest. 
Mr. 
Schmidlapp is at the Hotel Balti 
more under the care of physicians. 
The railroad company will make 
an exparte investigation, too, o 
the cause of the wreck. 
It is not 
expected, in view of impending 
damage suits, that its finding will 
charge the trainmen with neglect 
of duty. 
Both conductors, John 
French, of the wrecked train, and 
L. D. Hopkins, of the train which 
crashed into the parlor car, say 
that no one is to blame except 
Proyidence that 
sent the snow 
storm. 
Providence is blamed for 
nearly all train wrecks, and forms 
an excellent plea in the trial of 
damage suits. 
It is probable that if the block 
system were used on that part of 
;he Missouri Pacific, the accident 
would not have occurred, but there 
was no block system, and the con­ 
ductors knew it. 
They also knew 
that the fierce snow storm in pro­ 
gress did not happen every day, 
and the danger called for special 
care and caution in handling their 
trains and in protecting the lives 
of the passengers intrusted to their 
care. 
What did they do, according to 
their own accounts of the wreck ? 
Both trains were late. 
The head 
one from fifteen to twenty min­ 
utes and the rear one about five 
minutes. 
The 
progress 
of 
the 
head train was impeded by the 
snow and by a delayed freight 
train. 
A mile from the scene of the 
wreck the train stopped and the 
conductor went back to flag the 
second train. 
It did not appear, 
but he left 
no torpedoes on the 
track to warn the 
approaching 
train that the head 
train 
forced to proceed slowly and 
in danger of being overtaken. 
The torpedoes are attached to 
the lantern and flag stick, and, be- 
ing placed on the track, are ex­ 
ploded by the car wheels. 
The 
conductor did not leave torpedoes 
or a flagman, he says, because his 
train was again under motion 
twelve to fifteen miles an hour, he 
says. 
Some of the passengers 
thought the rate was about five 
miles an 
hour when they were 
struck. 
The inquiry into the cause of 
the wreck on behalf of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific company is being 
conducted by D. Hardy, superin 
tendent of the Sedalia division. 
H. G Clarke, general superintend­ 
ent of the system, left Kansas City 
this morning for the scene of the 
wrepk, with a view to gathering 
the details of the accident.
